in issuing checks, due bplls, etc., never¬ 
theless it is true. The law. which will 
. take effect Januaty 1st, is as follows: 

[ “No person shall make, issue, or circu- 
| late or pay out any note, checks, mem¬ 
orandum, token or other obbgation for 
a less sum than one dollar, intended to 
circulate as money or to be received or J 
used in lieu of lawful money of United 
States; and every person so offering| 
shall be fined not more than £500 or im-, 
prisonment for not more than six 
months, or both.’’ This, says the Bowl¬ 
ing Green News, means that if a per¬ 
son owes a debt of less than one dollar 
he cannot pay it bv a check or draft, 
but must pay it in cash. He cannot is¬ 
sue a due bill, note, check or ‘'memo- 1 
ranclum’’ for a less amount than one 
dollar, and if he inadvertently or igno- ■ 
I rantly does^-he is subject to a fine of 
' $500 or imprisonment for six months, j 
or both.

well-paid specialist nowadays, instead 
of a poorly paid, overworked, badly ted 
"jack-of-all-trades,” whose most ab¬ 
sorbing crop was a mortgage. By mod 
em methods of cultivation, selected 
crops and seed, more cash can be real¬ 
ized from ten acres nowadays thtn 
from 160 acres under the old farming 
methods. 

No matter how productive a ewe mny 
be, it should be no cause for keeping 
her until she is to old for service. When 
a number of ewes begin to show signs 
of age they should be separated from 
the remainder ot the Hock and fattened 
on ground corn or meal; and, unless 
they are extremely poor when entering 
the fattening lot. they can soon be dis¬ 
posed of at a fair price. 

It takes a colony of 40.000 bees three 
weeks to produce fifty or more pounds 
of surplus honey.

THE SAFFRON PLANT. 

It la Among tha Vary Oldest of th* 
Vrgatabla Product*. 

The pnrtk-ulMr of crocus that 

has from time Immemorial beet* culti¬ 
vated for Its dried anginas, a product 
known under the name of saffron. l> 
Crocus sativus. which I* wild from 
Italy to Kurdistan. Saffron may be 
reckoned among the very oldest of 
vegetable products, being alluded to in 
the Song of Solomon among other 
spices of Lebanon. The name crocus 
Is Chaldean or Greek and was first 
need by Theophrastus of Eresus about 
350 R. C.. und that It was n well 
known und admired dower In Greece 
soon afterward Is shown b.v Soph*a les, 
who mentions the •‘croons of golden 
beam" In bis “Cedipus at Colouos.” 

The word saffron seems to be a cor 
ruptlon of the Arabic name ”al 7.11ba re¬ 
ran.” and I he product Itself was first 
lmi>orted Into England as a spice or 
condiment, being also used as a color 
or dye for sllkjs and other fabrics of 
the eastern lomkis. \ 

At a later date, exactly when Is not 
known, the plant Itself was cultivate 
In England more especially In Essex 
In which county tbe name of Saffron 
Walden remains In evidence of tbe 
fact Again, we have In London Saf 
fron hill, which formerly was a site 
Included In the bishop of Ely’s garde’ 
at Holhoni. once famous for Its snf 
fron beds as well as for its xtrawbe* 
ries. Today, however, saffron is but 
little used.-Loudon Chronicle.

Her Wound* Are Self-Inflicted and 
Vanish When She Has Brought 
Herself to Take Healthy 
View of Life. 


She has a hard time, goodness 
knows, even among her family and 
friends, for her feelings are always 
being hurt by some of them. But 
when she goes into the business world 
It will seem to fairly bristle with 
thorns, so many will be the slights 
she will apparently receive. 

Most of the wounds of the sensitive 
girl are self-inflicted, only, unfortu¬ 
nately, she doesn't know 1 l When' 
she gains this knowledge her suffer¬ 
ing and her tears will soon cease. 

It is wisdom that is slow in coming, 
for you can’t make the sensitive girl 
believe that the slights directed her 
way are not intended. She is so sure 
in her mind that her grievance is Just 
that argument Is hopeless. 

Indeed, argument is hopeless most 
of the time with the sensitive girl, j 
If you number such a one among your 
friends or in your family, try to 
change her way of looking at the j 
world. Instead of arguing with her 1 
that her grievances are groundless. | 

Try to get her to see that the world 1 
is too big and people too busy to be j 
occupied In thinking up ways to 
her feelings, and that In the o 
people are too kind to do such tb 
anyway. The Idea that people 
continually shooting arrows her way 
comes frequently from an overde¬ 
veloped ego. She believes other peo¬ 
ple are thinking as much about her¬ 
self as she Is, and their words and 
actions she misconstrues as directed 
to herseK, when the probability la 
they never had her In mind at all nor 
thought of such a construction being 
put upon their conduct. 

This is particularly true In busi¬ 
ness. Business people are entirely 
too rushed to mince words or to con¬ 
sider how people may take what they 
say. The sensitive girl 1 b extremely 
foolish to think every unkind word, 
every slur about poorly done work or 
slowness is directed at her. Rest as¬ 
sured if her work doesn't suit, she 
will hear directly from her employer 
He won't beat around the bush about 
It. And she needn't torture herself 
with the thought that he Is whipping 
her over somebody's else's shoulders.

Prosecuted for Keeping Stamps. 

A Marseilles wine merchant pes¬ 
tered three prominent men in his dis¬ 
trict. including a retired judge, with 
letters offering his vintages and in¬ 
closing stamps for reply. None of the 
three answered, and all kept the 
stamps Whereupon the wine mer¬ 
chant lodged a complaint against 
them for a swindling abuse of con¬ 
fidence and appropriation of sums In¬ 
trusted to them. The Judicial authori¬ 
ties received the complaint, acted up¬ 
on it, and opened criminal proceed¬ 
ings against all three persons on the 
charge of appropriating a two-cent 
postage Rtamp each. It seems that 
no other legal course was open to the 
authorities than to proceed in the mat¬ 
ter. The sequel is worse. It Is re¬ 
ported that the police, armed with 
search warrants, have effected domi¬ 
ciliary visits in the residences of the 
three accused persons to discover the 
corpus delicti in each case—that Is 
to say. the wine merchant’s letter con¬ 
taining the stamp for a reply If the 
stamp be fonnd unused the three ac¬ 
cused persons will be^. ordered to dis¬ 
gorge the property wrongfully de¬ 
tained by them. If it be not found the 
presumption, apparently, will be that 
they used the property, and. logically, 
a conviction for swindling should fol¬ 
low.

When they see s 
man who only a few years ago was so 
ill of tuberculosis that he could scarce¬ 
ly drag himself out upon a porch now 
run twenty-five miles for pure love of 
exercise, or when they see nine college 
men inside of half a year double their 
endurance through rational diet alone, 
or when they learn that ex-PresIdenr 
Roosevelt developed from a weak and 
timid boy luto the iiersonffientlon of 
strength aud courage and that Cornaro. 
about to die at thirty-seven, abjured 
all unhygienic "habits and prolonged 
hH life to 103. they begin to realize 
the practical value of personal hy¬

Simply because there are five hundred 
thousand well-to-do people in that dty who never knew 
that this shop existed until they saw those advertise¬ 
ments in the newspaper; and the shop has an ex¬ 
cellent street location, too. 

This is a concrete case, the facts of which I 
personally know. The Englishman depended upon 
the quality of his goods and his beautifully crested 
stationery and his attractive shop window and his 
perpendicular-backed dress-parade clerks; all of 
which were above criticism. The young American put 
the whole show into the newspaper; admission free. 

Show me ten shops which advertise regularly in 
a daily newspaper and I will show you nin e that 
are making money. The failure of the tenth is prob¬ 
ably due to bad management of some sort. 

Some people value goods by the price they pay; 
others by the shop in which they buy; others by the 
effect the goods have upon their neighbors. It is only 
the common workaday sensible people who value 
goods by the goods. If you want all four classes as 
customers it is your business as an advertiser to 
make the cap fit.

It seems that of 
factories for that purpose existing In 
France there are 100 which turu out 
24.000 tons annually, while there are 
508 such establishments In Austria- 
Hungary. Including 412 for the manu¬ 
facture of coffee ftvtn figs, and In 
Germany nearly 15.000 hards are em¬ 
ployed in the trade, and tin* annual 
output is 100.000 tons. It follows that 
a large quantify of "coffee" which is 
drunk has not an atom of the real ber¬ 
ry in it. The list of sulwtauces out of 
which it is manufactured Is alarming- 
cereals soaked with beer, braudy or 
rum. chestnuts and horse chestnuts, 
haricot beaus and broad beuus. car¬ 
rots. dates and. finally, the hard roe of i 
cod. The annual output of what is 
charmingly called "fanciful <Sfffee’* for I 
Europe Is estimated nt ovir 257.000 
tons.—Paris Cor. Daily Telegraph.
